As things stand 
at present, what with the demesne being 
open to the pubhe and the continual 
felling “and breaking up of trees to clear 
the lower part of the estate, the game may 
be frightened away altogether.

Daylight Saving Scheme.

Willett, the British builder, with the 
introduction of the daylight saving scheme, 
which with its now yearly practice, came 
into force yesterday. Willett advocated 
this device for the better utilisation of 
daylight by the temporary abandonment 
of sun-time in summer, as far back 4s 
1907. In 1916 the Summer Time Act was 
passed, which provided that all clocks 
should be put forward an hour for a 
period of approximately 54 months each 
year. This emergency measure was per- 
petuated by an Act of 1925, when it was 
many other European 
countries.

S was to be expected, gee term, 
A opened very quietly last week, and, 
with one exception, there have been no 
announcements of importance in connection 
with societies or clubs, The present term, of 
course, is a popular one, in that it affords 
ample opportunity/for making up for lost time 
in preparation for summer examinations. As 
a result, on two occasions last week we found 
it quite impossible to get a seat in the Senior 
library, while the Science library has been 
crowded during most of the vacation, and the 
overflow from both libraries may be found 
at all times in the National Library. 
percentage of those to be found in the libraries 
just at present are members of the Faculty 
of Medicine, which is an ominous sign in view 
of the fact that the spribg examinations in 
medicine are little more than a month con- 
cluded. These examinations are for all mem- 
hers of the faculty; of every year, so that 
many must have been unfortunate enough to 
be compelled to start again to prepare for the 
Summer examinations. 

Orals in the Faculty of Arts will begin 
very shortly, bringing the atmosphere of 
final examinations. These, however, will be 
Pass Orals only, so that, perhaps, their 
coming is not so ominous as an outsider 
might imagine. The summer examinations in 
the Faculties of Arts, Science and Commerce 
begin early in June, when the Pass Examina- 
tions and subsidiary papers for Honours will 
be taken, as well as the First University 
papers in these faculties. It is believed 
that the new regulation, partially enforced 
last year, making the Second College Exa- 
mination in these faculties compulsory, will 
be more rigidly enforced this year, 


LONGER MEDICAL COURSE. 


In connection with the rumour that the 
full course in the Facuity of Medicine is to 
be extended from five to seven years, it was 
discovered that, as yet, there is no official 
confirmation of it; but, as the suggestion has 
become a. matter of widespread discussion, 
it 1s probable that there are some grounds for 
the belief that some such change has been 
mooted, It is unlikely, however, that any 
change will be made as regards the coming 
year. 

There has been surprisingly little activity 
on the part of the Students’ Representative 
Council of late. Early last term it was 
promised that the matter of a Students’ 
Union would be thoroughly investigated, and 
that certain proposals, agreed to by the 
S.R.C., would be put before the Governing 
Bo'y at the March meeting. These proposals 
were considered adequate for the purpose of 
raising the necessary funds for a Union 
Building, and it was felt almost certain that 
the Governing Body would agree to them. 
The Committee of the S.R.C. has been un- 
usually reticent on the matter, however, and 
the whole question seems to have been 
shelved again. During the past twenty years 
the matter has been raised again and again, 
and always, when it seemed that the agitators 
were on the verge of some measure of success, 
the project was suddenly dropped. During 
the past eighteen months the idea was again 
under consideration, which resulted in a 
number of interviews with people who, the 
Council considered, would be likely to aid 
in the matter. Optimistic reports of these 
interviews were published, and the activities 
of the Committee of the Council were centred 
on presenting a case to the Governing Body 
which would finally bring about the success of 


| the scheme. No olticial announcement of any 
‘further progress has been made, and, as a 


result, it sceins safe to assume that no progress 
has. been made. This is a pity; for it can 
be stated with considerable authority that 
the matter, if pursued to the end, might very 


| easily have resulted in the success which has 
eluded the project for so many years.

God, should be torn asunder by dis- 
sensions, said the Rev. W. M. Cargin (Pres- 
byterian, Limerick) at a conference on Church 
Unity, at Howth. 

The conference was arranged jointly by the 
Irish Christian Fellowship and the Friends 
of Reunion, : 

A devotional Service was conducted by 
Canon T. W. E. Drury (Dublin), and the 
first subject to be discussed was ‘The Need 
for Reunion in Ireland.” The general posi- 
tion was dealt with by the Kev. W. C. G. 
Proctor (Church of Ireland, Dublin) and Mr. 
George Beckett (Methodist, Dublin), and was 
developed by the Rev. A. J. Gailey (Presby- 
terian, Galway). 

Mr. Gailey remarked on the existence of 
two divergent traditions (liturgical and non- 
liturgical) in Irish Protestantism. If there 
were not a psychological and spiritual adapta- 
tion before organic union, he said, a situation 
might arise where they had a united Church 
and continuing dissenting minorities of all 
the present Churches. If the problem of 
uniting the Churches were settled, they 
would gain a valuable equipment with which 
to tackle the immense difficulty of reconciling 
the religion of the man who wanted to be 
free to think with that of the man who 
accepted his faith on authority. 

The second subject of the conference, 
“The Nature of the United Church,” was 
opened by the Very Rev: J. J. Macaulay 

resbyterian, Dublin). The Rev. J. E. 
Neill (Methodist, Dublin) followed with a 
fundamental paper, which began with a re- 
ference to the South Indian scheme. 

He doubted whether, in moving towards 
reunion, the Church of Ireland would pre- 
cede the Church of England, which was held 
back by its endeavour to negotiate 
simultaneously on several fronts; and he 
suggested that the Presbyterian Church, with 
its contacts with the Reformed Churches of 
the Continent, might form a bridge church. 


POSITION OF EPISCOPACY. 


He stressed the necessity of continuity 
and corporateness, which was liable to be 
overlooked by the Free Churches, but, whilst 
episcopacy and the sacraments were symbols 
of this family life, he did not regard them 
as divinely necessary. True catholicism lay 
in the succession of the saints, which was 
the real cement binding the Church together. 

After dealing with historical issues, the 
Dean of Belfast (the Very Rev. W. 8. Kerr) 
reminded the conference that, if emphasis 
were laid on the spiritual factors, and atten 
tion concentrated there, they would see the 
framework of a united Church come of itself. 
It was clear from the Preface to the Ordinal 
and from the Articles that their rules of 
ordination were of domestic application alone. 

The Rev. J. C. Breakiey (Presbyterian, 
Dublin) having indicated the minor diffi- 
culties of providing for varieties in religious 
experience, the conference heard an illuminat- 
ing survey from Bishop Palmer (lately of 
Bombay, and a protagonist of the South 
Ind:an scheme), in which he dealt with 
varying conceptions of the ministry, and 
pointed out that their aim must be Christ's 
ideal of the Church, and not their own. 

The conference went on to discuss practi. 
cable steps under the guidance of the Rev. 
J. S. Rutherford (Presbyterian, Kingstown). 
and, after a business session, pec oe As with 
an Intercession Service conducted by the Rev 
W. M. Cargin.

glorious traditions of Presbyterianism. His 
genuine gift for affairs had brought him into 
prominence in the community again and 
again and had won (for him an 
Outstanding position in the eyes of both his 
Protestant and Roman Catholic fellow- 
citizens. This was specially evidenced dur- 
ing his Mv«deratorial year. 

Dr. Morrow had been for many years a 
wise guide to the Church in educational 
matters, drawing upon his wide experience 
at the University of Dublin and elsewhere. 
Declaring that no one was more carefully 
heeded in the Assembly regarding all ques- 
tions that concerned its relationship with the 
Free State, the preacher expressed the 
opinion that Dr, Morrow had never misled 
the Church, while his guidance had always 
been timely. 'The great and outstanding 
factor, however. in Dr. Morrow's personality 
was his Christian manhood. His religion 
was never a mere officialism, but conveyed 
inevitably the impression of unaffected 
friendliness and good-will.

AME carries its own penalties, but 
3 nowhere, perhaps, are they exacted more 
strictly than in the United States. In 
particular, the fame that rests on money 
comes in for a good deal of unwelcome atten- 
tion ; for America has brought the kidvapping 
business to a very high level, and wealthy 
citizens can be relieved of their surplus cash 
with some ease by this means, As the 
gangster is not too mais ty Pee his ways, 
anyone whose wife or child disappears will 
pay almost any sum to avoid the threatened 
consequences. 

Film “' stars” always have been a prey for 
the kidnapper, and the steps taken to avoid 
his attentions are almost fantastic. One hears 
stories or armed guards, of detectives watching 
the actors continually, and of ‘invisible 
rays’ protecting the houses. No doubt, many 
of these tales are exaggerated, but there must 
be a good deal of foundation for them, and 
the latest reports from America imply that 
the situation is getting worse. Actresses such 
as Ann Harding, Mae West and Marlene 
Dietrich have been threatened recently, and 
Bing Crosby, the celebrated “crooner,” 
admits that he is protected by the police night 
and day. 


A BOOMERANG, 


If the whole business were not so deplorable 
it would be almost comic; for it seems to 
result from an exces sof zeal on the part of 
the film publicity agents. These gentlemen 
for years past have been informing the world 
of the princely salaries earned in Hollywood, 
and of the state of magnificence in which all 
the actors and actresses are supposed to live. 
This publicity has now returned to their own 
heads like a boomerang; for the gangster, 
pondering on his next choice, remembers the 
gold plate and the marble swimming pool of 
Miss So-and-So, and takes the next train for 
Hollywood 

It looks, at any rate, as if a fashion will 
start of minimising salaries rather than of 
exaggerating them. Mr. Crosby, in particular, 
is anxious that there shall be no more vulgar 
ostentation. ‘‘ Let film stars tell the truth 
about their salaries,’’ he is reported to have 
said, “and kidnapping threats will cease.” 
He suggests that the genuine incomes should 
be given to the public, and goes on to stress 
the point that these incomes are really quite 
small, and that the average ‘‘star”’ is quite 
badly off. ‘‘In my own case,” he adds, “I 
am lucky if 1 can save up to twenty per 
cent. of my salary over and above the normal 
deductions. From a financial point of view, | 
am no great prize for the kiúnappers.” We 
hope he will be believed. 


DUBLIN FARE, 


“When Ladies Meet,” at the Savoy, has 
rather too much ‘“smart’’ dialogue, but 
otherwise it is quite an amusing light comedy, 
and the acting of Robert Montgomery, Ann 
Harding and Alice Brady (the latter in par- 
ticular) is good.

STRIKING ADDRESSES AT 
DUBLIN DINNER.

1E members of the Internationa] Institute 
cP ot Statistics, who are at present on a 
short visit to Dublin after the session 

of the International Institute in London, were 
entertained to dinner in the Shelbourne Hotel 
on Saturday night by the Statistical and Social 
Inquiry Society of Ireland, 

Mr. J. ©. M. Kason, President of the 
Statistical and Social Inquiry Society of 
lreland, presided at the dinner, at which 
there was a large number of guests. 

Following the toast of “Éire,” 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
(Mr. Sean Lemass), proposing the toast of 
‘The International Institute of Statistics, 
welcomed, on behalf-of the Government of 
the Irish Free State, the distinguished guests, 
and conveyed on behalf of the Government 
appreciation of the very valuable work which 
the International Institute of Statistics had 
done and was doing. It was, he said, a source 
of great pleasure to them to remember that 
the Statistical and Social Inquiry Society ol 
Ireland was associated, many years ago, with 
the inauguration of the Internationa] Institute 
of Statistics: (Applause.) The functions of 
statists was to provide data and to guarantee 
its accuracy, but they could not be held 
responsible either for its use or its misuse. 
Every person associated with politics in every 
country liked to be able to support his con- 
tention by producing statistical proof, but 
politicians as a body were not alwavs able 
to resist the temptation to make statistics 
suit their contentions rather than to modify 
the contentions to suit the statistics. 
(Laughter. ) 


PROUD OF IT. 


He personally could speak from intimate 
knowledge of the werk done by the 
Statistics branch of the Saorstat public 
service, and of it he thought he could say 
with some justification that they had reason 
to be cach of it. (Hear, hear.) They re- 
garded it as one of the most progressive im 


ithe world. (Applause.) Since its inauguration 


it had provided them with information about 
their new State which had been of very 
great benefit, but which had, however, forced 
them to review many of their preconceived 
ideas about its resources, its possibilities, and 
its development. He thought, however, that 
he could say that those associated with that 
service would agree with him when he said 


that their work had been very greatly assisted | 


in many directions by the co-operation that 
they had received from the International 
Institute. 


EUROPEAN VISITORS, 


Professor Wilcox, responding, mentioned 
that there were present there from outside the 
Free State thirty-seven persons representing 
thirteen countries, including eight from 
France, five from Italy, five from Holland, 
four from Germany, and others from Austria, 
Switzerland, Czecho Slovakia, Finland, Spain, 
Mexico and the United States. It was also 
interesting to refer to the native languages 
of these thirty-seven guests, French topped 
the list with eleven, Spanish had six, Ger 
man six, dtalian five, Dutch four, Czecho 
Slovakian two, and Finnish two. The Irish 
language was represented by one: he himself 
represented the. American language, while 
there was not one of the thirty-seven whose 
native language was English. (Applause. ) 

Speaking of the work of the International 
Institute, Professor Wilcox said that the

| was its tendency to become a world organisa- 


| tion rather than a European one.

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Another 
noticeable feature was the eagerness of the 
nations, created since the War to have the 
sessions of the Institute held in their capitals. 

He said that he was anxious to express 
the indebtedness of the United States to Ire- 
land for their wonderful census of 1841. He 
was compiling a biography of the man who 
was responsible for the Boston census of 
1845, the turning point in census-taking, and 
this man had placed on record the help he 
haq got from the compilers cf the Irish census 
uí 1841. (Applause.) Another debt America 
owed to Jreland was for giving them so many 
of their citizens. It was probably true that 
there was. more Irish people in the United 
States than in Ireland, and they exercised 
great influence, perhaps principally in politics. 
The United States might fairly be called 
"Ireland at large.’ (Laughter.) 

Monsieur Armand Julin, Belgium, propos- 
ing the toast of “ The Society,’ said. that 
they saw in that gathering the bonds of 
friendship that existed for the purpose ol 
establishing international scientific relations. 
Statists must, in the first place, be honest 
and loval, and must be inspired by a desire 
to find out the truth.

UNPRECEDENTED 
PROCEDURE. 


The question is being asked why the 
Government is taking the proposed un- 
precedented procedure to-obtain their bill, 
when there is another and much less cum- 
bersome line open to them.

THE SENATE. 


Turning to the Senate, General O’ Duffy re- 
marked that there was great gloating by Pre- 
sident de Valera and his followers over the 
proposal to abolish it. '' The Senate is being 
represented,” he said, “up and down the 
country as a reactionary, Unionist assembly— 
an assembly antagonistic to democratic 
ideals. So far as 1 have studied the work of 
the Senate, its effort: have always been 
directed to protecting the freedom of the 
individual. The specific offence which has 
called for the abolition of the Senate was 
the rejection of the Blue Shirt Bill. We are 
told that that bill was defeated by the ex- 
Unionists. As a matter of fact, only five 
Senators who could by any stretch of the 
imagination be described as ‘‘ex-Unionists’’ 
voted against the bill. The Senators who 
voted for it included men who had dis- 
tinguished themselves in the military service 
of the British Government. 

“However, the Senat: is the victim of 
pique. It did not do as President de Valera 
desired, and he, being the inspired liberator 
of this country, tolerates no opposition. In 
this instance 1 wonder whether the Senate 
or President de Valera was “the 
wiser, Several weeks have — elapsed 
since President de Valera ifpressed on 
senators that the fate of the country depended 
on the passing of the bill to ban the Blue 
Shirts. The passing of the bill was then a 
matter of urgent importance. ‘The peace of 
the country would not last another night 3! 
the Senate rejected the bill. Yet the bill was 
rejected; several weeks have elapsed and 
nothing terrible has happened. 


A DICTATORSHIP. 

“The Blue Shirts are pursuing their way 
quietly but courageously. They have not 
fired into dance halls; they have not bombed 
women or children; they have not made any 
attempt at mass murder by the derailing of 
trains.

But, with an elected 
assembly to stand betwen himself and. the 
people, he will always be able to shift the 
blame from his own shoulders. He will tell 
the people that the Opposition are responsible 
for his failures, as his henchmen are doing 
even at present. A more conscentious Opposi- 
tion has hardly ever faced a Government, 
but the mere pretence of an Opposition will 
suffice to provide an excuse for our dictatorial 
President.

New Zealander who left Lympne 

(Kent) yesterday morning to fly to 
Australia, had á narrow escape from death 
when her machine crashed outside the walls 
of Rome at one o'clock this morning. The 
place where the machine crashed is full of 
acrial wires, and her luck in avoiding them 
is described as “'miraculous, 

The machine was wrecked, but Miss Batten 
escaped with no more serious injury than a 
eut lip and shock. She is now resting at the 
British Embassy, where she was taken in a 
car from the little Red Cross hospital, where 
she was first moved. 

The crash occurred while she was flying to 
tome from Marseilles, which she left vester- 
day afternoon. Miss Batten lost her way 
after crossing the frontier. After one a.m 
she found herself without fuel, but knew 
that she was near Rome. 

She crashed on landing in a field near the 
famous Basilica of St. Paul, Outside-the-Walls, 
Men on duty at St. Paul's wireless station 
rushed out to see what had. happened and to 
render assistance:
